" The Dred Scott Champion is greatly exer- 
cised as to what course his successor in the 
U, >. Senate will take on the subject of the 
admiss.o. of new States into the Union. Hav- 
ing been the . Lief agent in the conspiracy to 
carry slavery into all the Territories, and to 
‘mainiain it there while the territorial eondi- 
tion lasts in deflance of Congressional enact- 
ment and the loeal law,‘he now wishes Mr.

In the spring of 1853, Houghteling & Shep- 
hard, then largely engaged in the transporta- 
tion business on the Illinois and Michigan 
Canal, built the canal propeller St. Louie, to 
be run in their line of boats, for carrying 
freights and towing between Chicago and St. 
St. Louis and intermediate points. In the 
following summer, they built a second boat 
of the same sort, ealled the Chicego, The eu- 
gines of these boats were manufactured at the 
well known “ Eagle Works” of P. W. Gates & 
Co., of this city. The cylinders were of 16 
inches bore and 20 inches stroke—equal to 
30 or 35 horse power. Steam was generated 
by @ locomotive boiler 10 feet long, contain- 
ing 95 flaes of twoincheseach. The Si. Lowis 
was propelled by a single wheel, six feet ia 
diameter. The Checago had two wheels of 
four feet each—one each side of the rudder— 
sand the power was applied to them directly 
from the engine-shafi by Ingenious spur gear- 
ing, and the shape and action of the wheels 
were such that the displaced water, at any 
rate of speed, was caused to flow off in a line 
directly astern, and 40 that the swell washing 
the banks was not as great as that raised by 
an ordinary boat towed two-and-a-half miles 
an hour. 

It may be said in regard to the utility of 
these boats, that their usual time through the 
canal to the Illinois River, 100 miles, carry- 
ing 150 tons, with the passage of twenty-three 
locks, was about thirty hours—this is time 
with water in greater portion of canal at four 
and-a-half feet. The Chicago, when running 
in the “deep cut,” where for some 15 or 
20 miles there is / to 10 feet water, could 
be relied upon at seven miles per hour; and 
she has, when loaded, towed five beats carry- 
dng 800 tons, on the 
Rivers, from La 300 miles, 
in two days and a half—which is the usual 
time made by the large towing steamers. 
The same boat loaded with 150 tons, and tow- 
ing two boats carrying 340 tons, ran from 
Peoria, on the Illinois River, to La Salle, a 
distance of 75 miles, with the river rising rap- 
idly and current four miles per hour, in 21 
hours. | 
This experiment was made with the most 
complete success, and the practicability of 
steam canal navigation placed beyond ques- 
tion. The Chicago is now running, and the 
owners we have no doubt, would be pleased 
to show her to any Eastera. man desirous of 
information— Baffalonians not excepted ! 
For the past four years the water in the II- 
linois River has been exceedingly low—so 
low that transportation at any attainable 
rate has been ruinous to all. engaged in it.
